To promote the common defense by unifying the departments 
and agencies of the Government relating to the common 
defense. 

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-

3 That this Act may be cited as the “Common Defense Act

5 declaration OF POLICY - 

6 Sec. 2. In enacting this legislation, it is the intent of 

7 Congress to provide a comprehensive and continuous pro- 

8 gram for our future safety and for the peace and security of 

9 the world; to coordinate imder civilian control the depart- 
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1 the Pepartment, councU, board, or agency 'which such 

2 person is advising or in which such Department, council, 

3 board, or agency is directly interested.

5 Seo. 302. The executive secretaries of the Council of
